T h e r e are many patriots In Stanis­ 
laus county.

T h e Stockton Leader announces 
th at the Stockton and lone Railroad 
has fallen into the hands of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company, and 
the indications are that the road will 
not be built as early as heretofore 
promised. 


A n u m b e r of gentleman in Stock­ 
ton have organized themselves into 
what they are pleased to call the Dem­ 
ocratic Committee, and passed resolu­ 
tions to the effect that it is not expe­ 
dient for the Democracy of San Joa­ 
quin county to nominate a ticket tliiu 
Fall. The Democratic masses do not 
see it so plain.

Unnecssary Cruelty. 


A drunken man is a brute, but he 
hardly m erits brutal treatm ent from 
the officers after arrest. An insane 
person is an object of pity, and he 
may be very difficult to handle, but 
only an officer who is too much the 
brute to be entrusted with the reason 
bereft, would deal harshly with him. 
Yet instances of unnecessary cruelty 
on the part of officers in both cases 
are of frequent occurrence in 8an 
Francisco, and, for aught we know, 
in other cities. Only a few evenings 
since a drunken man was brought to 
the Ban Francisco city prison and 
thrown into a dark cell, into which 
but a sm all quantity of air could pen­ 
etrate. A few hours after the poor 
wretch was found dead. That man 
died fr victim to the brutality of the 
officers. True, he was a poor, misera­ 
ble wretch, whose appetite for drink 
had reduced hipi to the level of the 
brute, but he was a man and deserving 
better treatm ent at the hands of the 
officers. 
If we had turned the key on 
that m an we should pray God to for­ 
give us for the brutal murder of a 
helpless 
human being. 
We have 
seen, not once, but several times, a 
policeman treat insane persons iu his 
charge as unfeelingly, even harshly, 
as if they had been hardened crimi­ 
nals. 
Such officers are men whom a 
littje brief authority makes play such 
fantastic tricks before high Heaven as 
cause the angels to weep. In their 
vocations as preservers of the peace, 
policemen are called upon to deal with 
the infirm ities and vices to which 
hum anity is prone, but they are rarely 
called upon to kill a prisoner. Deal 
kindly with the erring and unfortu­ 
nate, is advice which the modern po­ 
liceman ought to heed. 


Population and Prosperity. 


A gentleman who has paid some at­ 
tention to the arrivals in this State 
during the past six months informs the 
H e r a l d that the increase In the pop­ 
ulation of Los Angeles valley during 
that period will average about five 
hundred per month. If this statement 
is correct, and we believe it rather 
under than over estimated, itisa cred­ 
itable showing. The steamer arrivals 
average about two per week, and for 
months they have come loaded to their 
utmost capacity 
with 
passengers, 
three-fourths of whom are persons 
who come to remain. The great m a­ 
jority of the new arrivals are gener­ 
ally informed as to the character and 
peculiarity of the country they seek, 
and hence few, very few indeed, are 
disappointed to an extent which in­ 
duces them to seek other localities. 
On the whole, we may safely estimate 
that of those comiug into this valley 
to settle, but the fewest number find 
reason to change their minds. No 
country in the world is better calcu­ 
lated to hold its population than this. 
So many and varied are its induce­ 
m ents and attractions th at hundreds 


of instances may be cited where tour­ 
ists and visitors have become perma­ 
nent residents. 
A portion of this 
county is rapidly populating which 
has not attracted a great deal of atten­ 
tion from the old inhabitants. We 
refer to the Southern portion. The 
vicinity of Anaheim and Orange has 
received large accessions to its farm­ 
ing population since last Fall. Ex­ 
cepting San Francisco, no city in the 
State is adding more rapidly to her 
Wtfjilth and population than Los An­ 
geles. The last ten months have added 
certainly three thousand and perhaps 
four thousand to her population, while 
her wealth has increased quite one- 
third within that time. A great deal 
of her real estate has doubled, and a 
considerable portion of it trebled, in 
value during that period. These are 
not over-estimates. We make them 
upon the figures of our careful business 
men. 
A correct census takeu to-day 
would show the actual population of 
Los Angeles to approximate very 
closely to seventeen thousand. The 
increased traveling facilities afforded 
by the additional steamers which the 
company propose to add to their line, 
together with the additional stage ac­ 
commodations contemplated by the 
Telegraph Stage Line, will almost 
double the future arrivals over those 
noted. There is room for all that may 
come. There is work and soil for all. 
Let them come along. There are no 
Gardens of Paradise here open to pre­ 
emption, but men and women who 
seek Los Angeles valley to find rich 
land and u W interless climate, where 
they may live well on the products of 
their own labor, need not fear disap­ 
pointment.
